Nationwide postal 
strike averted with 
tentative agreement 


Chavez 
to local

About a third of the way through his 
1,000-mile hike, farm labor leader Cesar 
Chavez stopped off in Lompoc Friday 
night to take his case to the local labor 
force. 
The charismatic leader of the United 
Farmworkers Union, in the midst of a 
walk from the Mexican border to 
Salinas, Sacramento and Delano, spoke 
to a crowd of about 90 people at the Inter­ 
national Chemical Workers Union Hall. 
He explained to the group, which was 
about evenly divided between local peo­ 
ple and supporters who came in on a 
chartered bus, the ramifications of the 
farm labor bill and presented the case 
for his union. 
The bill, which was recently signed 
into law by Gov. Brown, will allow 
farmworkers for the first time to have 
elections to decide which, if any, union 
they want to represent them in negotia­ 
tions. The UFWU and the Teamsters 
Union have been in competition for 
several years now. 
Noting the fact this was one of the few 
times the small Lompoc labor force had 
received any attention from the unions 
and the workers might have some 
trepidation about getting involved, 
Chavez said: 
“ There is fear in Lompoc because they 
haven’t been active before. There is no 
fear in Delano, in Salinas, or Sacramento 
or Fresno. They’ve been to jail before — 
they were part of the movement.” 
Chavez spoke mostly in Spanish to the 
audience which was largely of Mexican 
ancestry. His aide, Mark Grossman, ex­ 
plained he was telling the people the 
provisions of the new law. 
Grossman answered a reporter’s ques­ 
tions for Chavez, who left immediately 
“ very tired from walking over 20 miles 
today.” 
Grossman said the new law is “ a good 
law. We fought for it. It allows workers 
to choose which union they want, if any, 
to represent them. We’re convinced that 
given the choice, the workers will choose 
our union.” 
“ The purpose of the march is to take 
the message of the law to the workers, 
explain their rights under the law and en­ 
courage them to use the law to their ad­ 
vantage,” Grossman said. 
“ The one great advantage of the law is 
workers anywhere in the state can file 
election petitions.” 
"We’ve talked to many workers in 
areas we’ve never before been active, 
such as Lompoc, and even though we 
haven’t been here before in force, there’s 
a lot of excitement — the people want the 
union. He (Chavez) is telling them ‘We 
will go where the workers want us to 
come,’” he added. 
Commenting on the strike Friday by 
workers in the Santa Maria area, who 
had voted against accepting the latest 
contract offer by growers, Grossman 
called it a farce. 
“ The Teamsters are staging phony 
strikes in the Santa Maria and Salinas 
Valley areas. This is a situation unique in 
the history of California agriculture. The 
growers tell the workers not to come to 
work and if they do, they are beaten and 
threatened. Then the growers say they 
are being crippled by the strike. 
‘‘It’s not a strike, it’s a lockout — the 
employers are keeping the workers out,” 
Grossman said. 
The new contract was ratified Friday, 
as a large majority of workers in Califor­ 
nia and Arizona voted in favor of it, 
although Santa Maria area workers 
reportedly did not, and harvest opera­ 
tions are continuing normally. 
Grossman said, “ The Teamsters are 
merely trying to lend legitimacy to the 
new sweetheart contracts being signed 
with the growers. Why should they sign 
when new elections are right around the 
comer?” 
“ They have one purpose — the 
Teamsters and growers are working to 
defeat the farmworkers. In a very real 
sense, the growers are subverting the 
will of the people of California. What 
they’re doing now is in violation of the 
spirit and letter of the law,” he said. 
The new contracts would be voided if 
the UFWU was chosen as the workers 
representative in secret elections. The 
Teamsters have said they will try to 
renegotiate the pact if they win the elec­ 
tions. 
After answering questions from the 
group, Chavez left immediately, as the 
audience applauded and chanted 
“ Huelga.”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford today vetoed legislation that would 
have rolled back the price of “ new” 
domestic oil by about $2 per barrel. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen an­ 
nounced Ford’s decision to reporters at 
the White House. He said Ford and his 
energy advisers believed the bill would 
increase U.S. reliance on foreign oil im­ 
ports. 
The President’s energy advisers un­ 
animously recommended the veto during 
a meeting Saturday. 
Republican congressional leaders met 
with Ford earlier today and some, in­ 
cluding House GOP leader John J. 
Rhodes, predicted Congress would reject 
the President’s proposal to gradually 
decontrol the price of “ old’ oil over a 30- 
month period. 
But Rhodes held out the possibility 
Ford and Congress could compromise. 
The bill vetoed by Ford today gained 
final congressional approval Thursday. 
It would have continued Ford’s authority 
to control the price of “ old” oil through 
this year and roll back the price of 
“ new” oil to $11.28 a barrel. The current 
world market price is about $13.25 a bar­ 
rel. 
New oil is that which is produced from 
wells drilled since 1972. Old oil is that 
produced from wells in operation before 


1973 and is currently controlled at $5.25 a 
barrel. 
Federal price controls on oil will end 
Aug. 31 unless new legislation is passed.

Israel hinted today in statements by 
government officials and through its 
newspapers and radio that the Israeli 
and Egyptian positions on a new interim 
peace settlement in Sinai were narrow­ 
ing towards agreement. But both Israeli 
and Egyptian government sources 
denied that a final agreement had been 
reached. 
The Beirut newspaper A1 Anhwar 
reported in a dispatch from Cairo that all 
major disputes had been settled and that 
there was general agreement in princi­ 
ple on a new three-year Middle East 
peace plan which the United States 
would supervise with sophisticated 
electronic early warning devices. 
A government official in Jerusalem 
said Israel is past the stage of seeking 
clarifications from Egypt on a new troop 
withdrawal line in the desert and is 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A tentative 
agreement was reached early today 
averting the possibility of the first 
nationwide postal strike, and Post­ 
master General Benjamin Bailar 
predicted it would spawn increased mail 
prices this year. 


Negotiators for the U.S. Postal Service 
and unions representing 600.000 workers 
agreed on the new pact slightly more 
than two hours after the midnight Sun­ 
day deadline. 


Postal wages, “ one element of our cost 
... are going to go up” under the new two- 
year contract, Bailar said, reiterating 
his prediction the increases will bring 
higher-cost mail service to Americans 
this year. 


MOSCOW (U PI) - In one of the most 
dramatic live television spectacles ever 
seen here, millions of Soviet viewers 
watched Soyuz 19 return home safely in 
an explosion of dust today from the 
historic meeting in space with three 
Americans. 
Commander Alexei Leonov, stagger­ 
ing slightly as he emerged from the 
toppled-over descent vehicle in Central 
Asia said: "It was difficult, very dif­ 
ficult.... we are a bit shaky due to 
tiredness and to happiness. 
“ During the flight we only slept about 
15 hours.” 
Engineer Valery Kubasov said: “ This 
is a wonderful place... the last time the 
weather was more cold... It is a happy 
place of landing. I will remember it 
always.” 
The Soyuz descent module touched 
down at the end of its huge red and white 
parachute just six miles from the plan­ 
ned landing site near Arkalyk town in the 
prairie areas of Kazakhstan. 
Leonov said, “ There was some sway­ 
ing. But all went according to schedule 
— we shook hands with our colleagues in 
space.” He said he had expected greater 
gravity forces. 
The entire landing operation was 
filmed live from helicopters, which 
showed other helicopters landing near 
the capsule and ground experts in their 
white suits racing to the ship. 
After the cosmonauts emerged from 
the hatch, hugged their comrades and 
talked briefly to Soviet rfewsmen, they 
were whisked off in separate helicopters 
to Arkalyk airport, there to be flown in 
separate planes to the Baikonur 
cosmodrome. It is regular practice to fly 
cosmonauts in separate transports after 
landings. 
Normally, space touchdowns are not 
announced in advance here and there are 
only experts to greet the cosmonauts. 
But the time and place of the Soyuz des­ 
cent was known and crowds of local peo­ 
ple turned up to watch. 
A tv commentator said officials had 
to keep the crowds back as they wanted

The Israeli national radio quoted 
“ Jerusalem circles” as saying there was 
“ no foundation” to the A1 Anhwar report 
that final agreement had been reached. 
Egyptian government sources dismissed 
the Beirut report as “ pure and un­ 
founded speculation.” 


The well-informed Tel Aviv newspaper 
Ha’aretz said the Israeli proposals tran­ 
smitted to Egypt have received the sup­ 
port of the United States and in a dis­ 
patch from Washington, said U.S. 


“ The financial situation of the Postal

in farewell 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Caspar W 
Weinberger, in his farewell speech as 
secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, warned today that the growth 
of the American welfare system is 
threatening the country with 
bankruptcy. 
He called for the immediate abolition 
of several welfare programs, including 
Food Stamps, aid to families with depen­ 
dent children and supplementary 
security income allowances. 


These should be replaced, he said, by a 
“ simple cash grant” based on income 
and payable only to those meeting a 
“ strong work requirement.” 


“ We are creating a massive welfare 
state that has intruded into the lives and 
personal affairs of our citizens.” Wein­ 
berger said, noting that the federal 
budget has grown from $196.6 billion to 
$358.9 billion in the five years he has 
been in Washington. 


Weinberger is leaving the Cabinet for 
personal reasons. His successor. David 
Mathews, has not yet been confirmed by 
the Senate.

’The proposed new county or­ 
dinaire designed to regulate 
water wells in the county’s un­ 
incorporated areas should ap­ 
ply only to ckMnestic, and not to 
a^icultural wells, the directors 
of the Santa Maria Valley 
Water Conservation District 
maintain. 
Their position has been sent 
to the Board of Supervisors 
which is due to give considera­ 
tion today to the ordinance 
proposal, which will come up 
fiM* first reading. 
County Health Department 
officials have been meeting 
with various county ^oups for 
months concerning the 
proposal. Health officials say it 
is aimed at protecting water 
supplies by having proper stan­ 
dards set for construction, 
modification or r^air, destruc­ 
tion or abandonment of water 
wells. 
While water well drillers 
generally have high standards 
in the county, it was felt Uiat 
under the present • circum­ 
stances drillers from perhaf» 
elsewhere could come in and 
perf(xm inadequately, causing 
health hazards. 
But the directors of the Santa 
Maria district have informed 
the supervisors they feel that 
not (Hily are the procedures and 
informatimi required to obtain 
a permit seen as ’’burden- 
some,” but that the ordinance 
would appear to duplicate state 
powers as to reporting of new 
wells and their construction and 
repairs and modification, so far 


as agricultural wells are con­ 
cern^. 
The Santa Maria district 
comments came on the heels of 
support for the ordinance as 
now drafted expressed by 
various South Coast entities, in­ 
cluding Mcxitecito and Sum- 
merland County Water 
Districts. 
'The long-delayed ordinance 
— which was first prop<»ed a 
year ago by the Health Depart­ 
ment — also comes at a time 
when well drillers still are 
believed highly active in drill­ 
ing domestic wells for property 
owners who have found no other 
way of getting around water 
moratoriums in the Goleta and 
Montecito water districts. 
Santa Maria district directors 
in their comments said they felt 
that there should be further in­ 
vestigation to determine if the 
ordinance is needed at all. ex­ 
plaining that the Health Depart­ 
ment may now have sufficient 
powers to control domestic 
wells. 
There has been no damage or 
pollution to the water supplies 
in Santa Maria Valley as a 
result of drilling incidents, it 
was claimed. 
However, the directors con­ 
ceded that "it is possible that 
home owners or other un­ 
licensed persons could and have 
drilled domestic wells in the 
South County area ... it is cer­ 
tainly possible that if such is 
the case, such unlicensed drill­ 
ing could produce a danger to 
public hea th.”

THE BETTER HALF 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
should cost consumers no more 
than one-third of a penny a gal­ 
lon to make federal pollution 
controls effective, according to 
a study by the nonprofit Council 
on Economic Priorities. 
But the petroleum industry 
rejected that conclusion and 
said the council's study was 


misleading and incorrect. In­ 
dustry spokesmen 
suggested 
that costs would be substantial­ 
ly higher than estimated in the 
report. 
CEP is a public-interest 
organization that publishes 
regular reports on such issues 
as employment practices, mili­ 
tary production, consumer 


practices and environmental 
quality. Its survey of petroleum 
p o llu tio n c o n tr o ls w as 
published Sunday. 
It said consumers would have 
to pay only 0.3 cents a gallon to 
meet 75 per cent of the costs 
necessary to fulfill standards 
required of the petroleum in­ 
dustry by the Gean Air Act of 


Communist headquarters 


ransacked by Portuguese 


LISBON (UPI) - four Com 
munist party headquarters 
came under attack in the north 
today despite the military 
regime’s warning that it would 
tolerate no further violence in 
Portugal’s five-day-old political 
crisis. 
A mob ransacked one party 
office in Estarreja, firebombs 
destroyed another in Val de 
Cambra and attackers clashed 
with Communist defenders out­ 
side two others in Mortagua and 
Moimenta da Beira. 
No injuries were reported in 
the latest in a series of attacks 
against the Cpmmunist party, 
whose dominance within the 
military regime is one of the 
causes of the crisis. 


A Communist communique 
blamed reactionaries and said 
there was an “urgent necessity 
to impose democratic order.” 
The army had warned it 
would react with "the greatest 
vigor" to any more such 
violence following a weekend of 
clashes that left two dead. 


Police said some Socialists 
were among the attackers. The 
Socialist party, the country’s 
largest, has demanded the 
resignation of Premier Vasco 
Goncalves. It said he was par­ 
tial to the minority Com­ 
munists. 


The military rallied around 
Goncalves, pledging support 
and publishing a manifesto in 


which he declared capitalism to 
be Portugal’ No 1 enemy. 
Both the Armed Forces 
Movement and Communist 
labor unions reaffirmed their 
confidence in Goncalves to 
form a new cabinet and lead the 
country out of a sometimes 
violent crisis caused by the 
withdrawal of two moderate 
parties from the coalition 
government. 
The AFM released a Gon­ 
calves manifesto declaring his 
intention to turn the country 
over to the workers. He said 
“the only exclusive enemy is 
capitalism and all organiza­ 
tions or isolated elem ents 
directly or indirectly serving 
it.”

Hard docking may have

KEY WEST, Fla. (UPI) - 
“It’s a powerful ocean,” said 
Mel Fisher as he stared blankly 
across the sun-shimmered wa­ 
ters of the Gulf of Mexico. “It 
takes people and ships.” 


In the 17th century, the ocean 
took to its bottom a Spanish 
treasure ship, the “Nuestra 
Señora de Atocha." Last week 
Fisher, head of Treasure 
Salvors Inc., triumphantly an­ 
nounced his team had discov­ 
ered the Atocha and its 
valuable cargo. 


Sunday, triumph turned to 
tragedy. The sea struck back 


and claimed Fisher’s son, a 
daughter-in-law and one of his 
divers. 
They died when the firm’s 
converted 60-foot tugboat, the 
“ Northwind,” capsized and 
sank in predawn darkness while 
its crew of 11 slept. 
Dirk Fisher, 21, the skipper of 
the boat, his wife, Angel, 25, 
and Rick Gage, 21, a diver for 
Treasure Salvors, were trapped 
below deck and drowned. 
"It’s an unfortunate accident 
— a helluva tragedy,” Fisher, 
52, said in a barely audible 
voice.

for political life 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(UPI) — President Maria 
Estela (Isabel) Peron fought 
for her political life today, 
weakened by the ouster of her 
top aide and an ultimatum from 
organized labor. 
The virtual exile of right- 
wing strongman Jose Lopez 
Rega left Mrs. Peron on her 
own at the most critical mo­ 
ment since she took office a 
year ago. 
The 44-year-old widow, the 
world’s first woman president, 
was expected to bow to the de­ 
mands of organized labor and 
dismiss five other top aides. 
Argentine news reports said 
she would fire Economy Minis­ 
ter Celestino Rordrigo, Labor 
Minister Cecilio Conditi, Fo­ 
reign Minister Alberto Vignes, 
Welfare Minister Carlos Villone 
and Education Minister Oscar 
Ivanissevich. 
The 2.5 million-member Gen­ 
eral Labor Confederation, the 
AFL-CIO of A rg en tin a , 
demanded the cabinet shakeup 
Sunday and a voice in shaping 
the nation’s economic policy. 
The labor organization also 
warned Mrs. Peron against cut­ 
ting salaries to deal with Argen­ 
tina’s $6.6 billion budget deficit 
and soaring 110 per cent annual 
inflation. 
Lopez Rega, Mrs. Peron’s 
closest confidant, bowed to 
pressure from military and 
labor leaders Saturday and flew 


Spain Sunday night. 
The 59-year-old aide had vir­ 
tually controlled the Argentine 
government since Mrs. Peron 
came to power July 1, 1974, on 
the death of her husband, Juan 
Domingo Peron. 
Critics accused Lopez Rega 
last week of backing a right- 
wing extremist organization 
linked to scores of political as­ 
sassinations over the past year. 
An official announcement 
said he left Argentina on a com- 
merical mission to Europe, but 
Argentine news reports said 
military leaders pressured 
Mrs. Peron into ordering his de 
facto exile. 
Political parties in Mrs. 
Peron’s ruling Justicialist 
party coalition called Sunday 
for a major overhaul of the 
cabinet to end Argentina’s 
economic and political chaos.

Apollo was slightly out of line 
with Soyuz S aturday when 
astronaut Donald “ Deke” Slay­ 
ton nudged its docking collar 
against an identical mechanism 
on Soyuz for the last time. A 
maneuvering rocket burst from 
Apollo and pressure from three 
w idespread fingers on each 
docking collar pulled the craft 
into alignment but placed a 
sharp, twisting strain on both 
vehicles. 


Moscow controllers feared 
the strain m ight have opened 
leaks in Soyuz and ordered cos­ 
monauts Alexei Leonov and 
Valeri Kubasov to perform a 
pressure check Sunday. Soyuz 
passed the test.

all be targets ” 
In an interview with the 
Washington Post. Goodwin said 
Kennedy meant chiefs of state 
such as himself might be the 
subject of assassination at­ 
tem pts 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
also had expressed a sim ilar ap­ 
prehension following the as­ 
s a ssin a tio n of D om inican 
Republic dictator Rafael Trujil­ 
lo in May, 1961. Goodwin said. 
Ke n n e d y r ul ed out any 
American involvement in such 


an assassination, he said. But 
suspicions of American com­ 
plicity were raised when press 
secretary Pierre Salinger, in­ 
formed of Trujillo’s death by 
cable from the U S. consul 
general who had maintained 
close contact with dissidents, 
announced the news — unaware 
the Dominicans had not yet 
made it public. 
Because of that, Goodwin 
said, “ the Cubans thought Ken­ 
nedy was involved 
At least 
(Cuban Foreign Minister) Raul 
Roa did.” 
Schweiker said he knew of no 
new evidence in the Kennedy 
assassination but would wel­ 
come a fresh look at evidence

Iran to drop financial 
aid to Pan Am Airways 


TEHRAN, Iran (U PI) - The 
Iranian government has decid­ 
ed to drop plans for a $300 mil­ 
lion financial aid package to 
help troubled Pan American 
World Airways. 
Inform ed governm ent 
sources said Sunday Iran re­ 
jected the aid proposal because 
of the poor financial condition 
of the airline, which lost more 
than $80 million last year. 
The sources also cited oil-rich 
Iran’s pressing economic needs 
at home and its desire to imple­ 
ment previous international 
commitments before entering 
into new ones. 
The decision, which was ap­ 
parently final, climaxed 10 
months of financial talks 
between the Iranian govern­ 
ment and officials of the 
American airline. 
The sources said there is “ no 
B 
sibility for Iran to make the 
n to Pan Am,” which has 
lost nearly $60 million during 
the first quarter of 1975. 
Sources close to the negotia­ 
tions said a tentative aid 
package called for Iran to lend 
the airline $245 million and buy 
a 55 per cent interest Li Inter­ 
Continental Hotels, a Pan Am 
subsidiary, for $55 miHion. 
Unconfirmed reports on the 
talks said the negotiators also 
discussed the possibility of Iran 
Air purchasing a minority in­ 
terest in Pan Am and of the 
American airline helping train 


Iran Air personnel. 
Officials in Tehran had seen 
the aid package as a means of 
upgrading Iran Air from a 
regional carrier in the Middle 
East to a major international 
airline. 
Iran Air officials have called 
for tripling the airline’s passen­ 
ger load over the next half- 
dozen years. Iran Air carried 
1.4 million passengers in 1974. 
The airline purchased three 
Boeing 747 jets from Pan Am 


earlier this year for flights 
between Tehran and New York. 
Iran Air previously bought six 
of the jumbo jets from Trans 
World Airlines. 


The Iranian government an­ 
nounced plans last month to cut 
foreign aid because of drops in 
oil revenue. The worldwide 
recession and fuel-saving meas­ 
ures have led to a drop in ex­ 
ports by the international oil 
cartel.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Some California lawmakers 
operate their private law prac­ 
tices jointly with their state- 
financed district legislative of­ 
fices in apparent violation of 
the legislature's own internal 
policies. 
In a few cases, the Sac­ 
ramento Union reported Sun­ 
day, the practice may amount 
to a state subsidy of legislators’ 
private businesses. 
A substantial number of the 
49 attorneys who serve in the 
legislature continue to practice 
law on the side. They contend 
they take pains to separate 
their two careers and don’t 
benefit financially from the ar­ 
rangements. 
But critics, including some 
lawmakers who don’t practice 
law anymore, believe the joint 
operations give the impression 
of conflict of interest, even if 
none exists. 
“ We’re not a bunch of apple 
knockers,” Sen. Donald Grun- 
sky, one of the most active at­ 
torneys in the legislature, said 
of his Watsonville law firm. 
“We’re not hungry. We’re very 
ethical.” 
He said he has established 
firm rules to avoid conflicts of 
interest, even to the point of 
refusing to represent doctors 
during incorporation proceed­ 
ings with state agencies. 
"What possible problem 
could there be?” he said. “ I 
lose business and my firm loses 
business because I’m in the 
legislature.” 
Gronsky is one of a handful of

lawmakers who combine their 
legal practices with their dis­ 
trict legislative offices. The 
state pays $180 per month to 
defray rental on the legislative 
office. 
This practice is frowned upon 
by the administrative heads of 
both the Senate and the As­ 
sembly.

Jack Fenton of Montebello, not 
only has his legal and 
legislative offices together but 
houses them in a building that 
he owns in his district.

Torrential rains soaked por­ 
tions of the Eastern Seaboard 
and Texas today, drenching 
already water-logged New Jer­ 
sey, touching off severe flood­ 
ing and forcing scattered 
evacuations. 
Civil defense authorities in 
Mercer County, N.J., declared 
a state of emergency and flash 
flood warnings were issued for 
four counties. A flash flood 
watch was posted for most sec­ 
tions of the state and for por­ 
tions of New York and Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Trenton appeared hardest hit, 
reporting more than 4*4 inches 
of rain by storm’s end early to­ 
day. 
Melvin Rule, a spokesman for 
the Trenton Civil Defense of­ 
fice, said 35 homes were 
evacuated early today when the 
Assunpink Creek began to 
overflow. 
"This is worse than last 
week. In fact, it’s the worst 
flooding we’ve had here since 
1971,” said Rule. 
Rule said many of the roads 
leading into Trenton were cut 
off by flooding. 
Flooded streets were 
reported elsewhere in central 
New Jersey but there were no 
major problems. 
A three-day storm last week 
left New Jersey awash and 
caused an estimated $30 million 
in damage, mostly to crops. 
A brief thunderstorm packing 
60 mile-per-hour winds dumped 
more than an inch of rain in a 
half hour and caused damage in 
southwestern Jefferson Coun­ 
ty, N Y. Officials canceled 
flights at Watertown Interna­ 
tional Airport because the 
facility lost power to landing 
and runway lights. 
Officials said several mobile 
homes were overturned, trees 
and power lines were downed. 


First '76 auto being built 


DETROIT (U PI) - The U S 
auto industry's first 1976 model 
car was being built today amid 
hopes it will signal an end to the 
longest sales slump since the 
Depression of the 1930s 
Am erican Motors was 
producing the first ’76 model at 
its Kenosha, Wis., plant after a 
two-week vacation shutdown. 
The rest of the industry won’t 
complete the switchover until 
August and September 
Word also was out that open- 
ended layoffs in the industry, 
some dating back to energy 
crisis cutbacks in early 1974, 
are now down to 129,000 
workers. The lowest figure 
since Christmas still accounts 
for 18 per cent of the industry’s 
blue collar labor force. 
Perhaps the most significant 
new model startup will come in 
mid-August when General Mo­ 
tors begins production of its 


new Chevrolet Chevette. the 
smallest U S.-built car and the 
first major competition for the 
mini-foreign models. 
The Chevette, which GM is 
hoping will be rated by the 
government at 40 miles per gal­ 
lon on the highway, is 17 inches 
shorter and 400 pounds lighter 
than the Chevrolet Vega Its 85- 
cubic inch, four-cylinder engine 
will put it in direct competition 
with cars the size and power of 
the Volkswagen Rabbit. 
The Chevette will be intro­ 
duced with the rest of the 
Chevrolet line in early October.

Astros are in last place in the National 
League West. They lost their fourth at Shea 
Stadium Sunday, blowing a ball game to the 
Mets, 10-9, and that leaves them 9Vi games 
behind the fifth place Braves and 30 games in 
back of the front-running Reds. 
They have other troubles as well. 
Cesar Cedeno suffered a split right thumb 
in Sunday’s game and will be out for some 
time. 
Spec Richardson, their general manager 
for the past eight years, was fired before the 
All-Star break and no permanent replacement 
for him has been named as yet. 


To top the whole thing off, the Astros are 
pretty close to being broke. Judge Roy Hof- 
heinz, board chairman of the ball club, the 
Astrodome and the Astrohall Stadium 
Corporation, which means the whole works, 
has been given a brief period of grace to 
come up with $25 million and if you know 
anywhere he can lay his hands on that kind of 
loose change in a hurry, he’d appreciate you 
giving him a call. 
In the face of all this, one member of the 
Astros, first baseman Bobby Watson, sticks 
out sharper than those teeth on the killer 
shark in "Jaws.” 
Bobby Watson is batting .332 with 59 rbi’s 
and 14 home runs. He leads the ball club in 
every department except taking tickets. The 
truth is Watson has been pretty much the 
whole ball club so all by himself. 
"He is a manager’s delight,” says Preston 
Gomez, the Astros’ pilot. "He has done 
everything for us this, year anybody could 
possibly ask him to do and his entire attitude 
has been superb. That’s the only word to 
describe it.” 
The Astros have dropped 63 games already, 
but Bobby Watson doesn’t feel the cause is 
hopeless. 
He keeps trying, the same way he did Sun­ 
day, when he drove in four runs against the 
Mets by lashing out a pair of base nits, each 
time with the bases full. He doesn’t subscribe 
to the belief the Astros are dead. 
"If this ball club pulls itself together and 
plays the type ball it’s capable of, we could 


overtake Atlanta and San Diego,” he says, 
"but if it plays the way it’s playing now, I can 
see us losing a hundred games.” 
Whenever a ball club goes sour the way the 
Astros have, the first tendency is to blame 
the manager. Watson doesn’t do that. He 
blames the players, and he includes himself. 
"I’d have to say it’s the players’ fault,” he 
says. "I know there would be some ball­ 
players who would blame the manager, but 
the manager doesn’t play and in the final 
analysis it isn’t his fault. 
"He says his door is always open, and I’ve 
used it a couple of times. Maybe some of the 
others don’t go in as much as they should. 
Ballplayers don’t always see their own fail­ 
ings. I’ve been guilty myself. I’ve failed to do 
my job as a hitter a lot of times. We got beat, 
1-0, in Philadelphia the other night, and you 
could say it was my fault in a way. I didn’t hit 
the ball to the other side to get the guy from 
second to third where someone else could 
drive him in. I came up with Cedeno on se­ 
cond base with nobody out in the seventh in­ 
ning and struck out. The next man, Milt May, 
hit a long fly ball. If I had gotten Cedeno 
around to third, we would’ve had the ran.” 
Bobby Watson comes from Los Angeles and 
grew up only 10 blocks from Watts where 
many of his friends got into trouble. He never 
did. 
"I was lucky,” he says. "Trouble was all 
around me. The only thing I ever wanted to 
do, though, was play ball.” 
He still does.

Development 
and its Director 


The position of Community Development Director, par­ 
ticularly in Lompoc, is of absolutely vital importance at this 
point in both time and space. 
A1 Autry, who came to us from Laguna Beach with a raft of 
sound community design theories and practices, has been of in­ 
estimable value in the most recent development of our com­ 
munity. His philosophies and ideals have guided various com­ 
mittees and commissions in city government, and a previously 
unrealized standard of developmental excellence has been ex- 
G 
:ted of and realized by those wishing to build or expand in 
mpoc. At the very least, we have much to be thankful for in 
Autry’s interpretation of how Lompoc would best be developed. 
In several weeks he will be gone to another city where the op­ 
portunity for applying his philosophies will be many and varied. 
We congratulate him on his own development, and we wonder 
about who will replace him. 
The position of Community Development Director is fraught 
with all sorts of pratfalls for the unwary or naive or uninitiated. 
Lompoc’s very growth depends, in some cases dramatically, 
upon how the community development department staff 
evaluates and interprets plans; on how it deals with those 
wishing to develop in our city; on the guidelines by which that 
department determines quality and quantity; and on how the 
department director chooses and administers those who work 
for him. 
In recent years, we have seen Lompoc proceed along a path of 
controlled and rational growth. Large-scale developments have 
been of quality when the opposite might conceivably have been 
the case. And we see the necessity for a continuation of the 
ideals which have made that type growth a reality. 
To that end, we sincerely hope and trust the city ad­ 
ministrator, and ultimately the city council, will expend 
whatever time and effort is required to insure Lompoc’s orderly 
expansion into the future by finding a replacement for A1 Autry 
who reads what has already been done today as a clear sign as 
to where we, as a community, want to go tomorrow.

Ford-Reagan talk 


Gerald Ford is moving very quickly 
and effectively to paralyze a challenge 
from the right, which up until now has 
meant a challenge from Ronald Reagan. 
There is, for one thing, the early an­ 
nouncement of his candidacy — done 
amiably, rather matter-of-factly, and 
lacking therefore in that off-putting 
smell of a hunger for power that is as­ 
sociated with men of a different 
temperament. 
But the announcement was by no 
means all. The President’s three most 
conspicuous lieutenants are three con­ 
servatives, well-known in different 
political spheres. As head of the election 
committee there is Howard Callaway, 
who stepped down as Secretary of the 
Army. Bo Callaway ran for Governor in 
his home state of Georgia and lost 
because he was too conservative! (He 
came out against the minimum wage). 
Dean Burch is not 
only known and ad­ 
mired for his work as 
head of the Federal 
Communications Com­ 
m ission , he is a 
Goldwater man from 
way back, chairman of 
the Republican Party 
when Goldwater was 
running for President. 
^ 
David Packard is a businessman, but 
experienced in government as second in 
command of the Defense Department 
under Melvin Laird. He is a Californian 
whose interest in politics has sharpened 
as his concern for his country’s future 
grows more acute. So... Gerald Ford has 
got himself (to name only these three) 
conspicuous American conservatives as 
the spinal column of his election staff. 
And then, as lagniappe, there was the 
business about Rockefeller. Mr. Ford 
“ hopes’’ that Rockefeller will be the 
nominee, but recognizes that the deci­ 
sion is for the convention to make. Bo 
Callaway insists that his office is con­ 
cerned to gather delegate strength in 
behalf of Gerald Ford, not Nelson 
Rockefeller. In reply to sharp question­ 
ing, he says he is simply not authorized 
to discuss the matter of the Vice 
Presidency. If Eisenhower had gone that 
extra length to treat Nixon that way in 
1956, the gesture would have been in­ 
terpreted as a repudiation. It is not being 
thus interpreted at the moment for two 
reasons. The first is that everybody 
knows Ford is engaged in political 
choreography, designed to narcotize the 
mis-givings of the right. The second is 
that they anticipate his success — a 
Ford-dominated convention, and the re­ 
nomination of Rockefeller. That is to 
say, the opinion makers are not yet con­ 
vinced that Rockefeller is in real trou­ 
ble. 
Meanwhile, Ronald Reagan is in a 
quandary. Every day he loses — as he 
did during 1967 and 1968 - potential sup­ 
port from key conservative figures. 
Take, for instance, Dean Burch. I 
haven’t asked him, and won’t; but who is 
prepared to say with any confidence that 
he would now be associated with Gerald 
Ford’s campaign if Ronald Reagan had 
announced six months ago his own can­ 
didacy? The lesion goes on, and there are 
some who will say that already it is too 
late: that Reagan’s vacillation has cost 
him the momentum he cannot now 
recover. 
But Reagan has other things also to 
weigh in the balance. Better not to run at 
all, than to run a campaign that is purely 
symbolic. He has been waiting to see 
signs of Ford’s weakness. And, a few 
months ago, Ford WAS very weak. But in 
these past weeks, things have been going 
better for him. 


Unemployment is not increasing, the 
rate of inflation is reducing, the loss of 
Indochina was substantially assimilated 
by the melodramatic rescue of a single 
cargo vessel, the Portuguese voted 


heavily against the Communists, the 
Mideast fuse continues to burn just this 
side of detonation, rather uncomfor­ 
tably; and a rampageous Congress is 
suddenly, quietly, disciplined by Ex­ 
ecutive vetoes. Meanwhile the essential 
amiability of Ford has a creeping effect 


on the public’s sensibility, and the failure 
of the Democrats to make common 
cause leaves the country with the most 
paradoxical political situation in this 
century: never has the Republican Party 
been more despised, and seldom, at mid­ 
term, has a Republican incumbent ap­ 
peared more secure.

The Reagan forces have meanwhile 
reached a point somewhere between 
restlessness and desertion, and some of 
them are beginning to look coyly in the 
direction of — John Connally, who would 
very much like to be President, and who 
makes powerful friends with great ease. 
George Wallace, it is currently believed 
by a widening circle of professionals, is 
sicker than he and the Palace Guard let 
on. And anyway, the latest findings are 
that a separate candidacy by Wallace 
would, in the end, hurt the Democrats 
more than the Republicans. The situa­ 
tion could change radically if a) the 
world begins to fall apart, which is 
always possible and, poetically, in­ 
evitable; and if b) Ronald Reagan coin­ 
cidentally throws the whole force of his 
formidable strength and personality into 
the breach. 


Physicians, shape 
up thyselves 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Almost 
every day there are reports indicating 
something seriously wrong in the 
medical profession. 


A spate of malpractice suits has 
pushed medical insurance rates for this 
hazard to prohibitively high levels. 


Some suits are 
brought by patients 
who expect far more 
of their doctors than 
we have the right to 
look for at this stage of 
medical knowledge. 
They also disregard 
the fact that the best 
of doctors are still 
human, and make mis­ 
takes. Some suits are 
generated by hungry 
attorneys. 


But when these cases are eliminated, 
enough substance remains that it is clear 
the medical profession has not policed 
itself. The blame can be shared by 
government agencies, by the medical as­ 
sociations and by the medical schools. 
For today, considerable numbers of 
practicing doctors should be stripped of 
their licenses. Many others should be re­ 
quired to update their knowledge. Scores 
of hospitals should be better policed or 
shut down and barred. 


I personally know of one doctor who at­ 
tempted to collect the same bill three 
times from one insurance company. He 
was paid twice and caught on the third 
try. The insurance company did not 
catch him. A reporter did. 


I know of a nationally famous hospital 
which collected $8,000 from one in­ 
surance company, then $6,000 from 
another for the same $8,000 case. This 
“ error” was caught by the patient. One 
of the insurers told me they never would 
have discovered the double dip 
otherwise. 


Prominent, highly respected doctors 
bill insurance companies regularly for 
visits they do not make. I know of cases 
in which the insurers were charged for 
hospital visits after the patient involved 
had been discharged and was at home, 


when she was seeing no doctor at all. 


Insurance men in and out of the 
government tell me that these cases are 
not unusual. 


What brought this medical problem 
home to me anew was the ultimate in ab­ 
surdity. I was invited a few days back to 
a press conference sponsored by the 
prestigious National Academy of 
Sciences. The meeting seems to have 
been organized primarily to whip up 
public sentiment to get doctors to do 
their homework and keep up with scien­ 
tific progress in a major medical area. 


The question in my mind during this 
extended session was why these learned 
men would not go directly to the doctors. 
Why does this major scientific institu­ 
tion find it necessary to go to the press 
and the public to get doctors to do their 
job? 


The answer came out piecemeal, but 
clearly. The doctors pay them little at­ 
tention. 


Some time back, I ran into the same 
problem in a different, field — deafness. 
When a child is bom deaf, it is extremely 
important to learn this as early as possi­ 
ble. Hopefully by six months, so that he 
or she can be fitted with a hearing aid 
and given specialized training early. 
These steps can make a decisive dif­ 
ference in the child’s entire life. 


Yet I have found in talking to a variety 
of parents and to groups concerned with 
deafness that many pediatritians tend to 
be ignorant of these facts, all too fre­ 
quently advising parents to wait until a 
child is two or two-and-a-half years old 
before taking action, even when the 
deafness is clearly demonstrated. 


The same problem of ignorance runs 
through the treatment of many ailments. 
Regardless of the excellence of his 
medical school, in these days of rapid 
scientific advance, no doctor 10,15 or 20 
years out can be up on the important ad­ 
vances in his field unless he does a great 
deal of advanced study. Medical con­ 
ferences and publications do not solve 
the problem. Too few doctors make the 
effort required.

We know of very few men, and women 
for that matter, who do not crave a bit of 
adventure in the true sense of adventure.

Fishing 
from a party boat in 
the blue Pacific is 
another type of adven­ 
ture. A walk down a 
street in Tijuana is 
certainly another 
avenue of adventure. 
We all get bored 
with the everyday 
routine, for sure. It 
can 
only be broken up with something dif­ 
ferent, some adventure. 
What brings us all to this is a new type 
of magazine now on the market called 
“ Soldier of Fortune.” It may just be the 
right ticket for the Walter Mittys, as 
well as for the “ professional adven­ 
turer” for which it is designed. 
Publicity describing the charter issue 
of the magazine promises that “ this uni­ 
que publication will provide the profes­ 
sional adventurer with pertinent, usable, 
head-knocking, bone-jarring special in­ 
terest articles, jammed with facts, ideas 
and techniques, that are slammed across 
with the devastating impact of a burst 
from an Uzi (a much respected Israeli 
submachinegun). 
Only a publicity writer could have 
written that. 
For instance, the first issue contains 
information on how to become a “ mere” 
— short for mercentary — in Africa, 
with an on-the-spot report on type of 
combat, the enemy, terrain and pay 
scales. It does not mention how to stay 
away, however, from General Amin. 
If one ever believes that he will some­ 
day get involved in an underwater knife 
fight, there is an article that tells how to 
win. 
If you are planning a trip to Chicago, 
Saigon or London, another article gives 
details on how to cope with hoodlums or 
muggers on the back streets. 
And, of course, the CIA is in the act, 
too. There is a feature on how the CIA 
supplied weapons to the assassins of 
Dominican dictator Trujillo and then 
betrayed the plotters. 
In between wars and rumors of wars, 
the magazine plans to cover the whole 
range of action-oriented topics, from 
chopper pilots in Borneo to oil 
roughnecks in the Arctic, from crop- 
dusters in Rhodesia to salvage divers in 
the Pacific.
